Banon—~The successive alterations which 
the « ompronil wa considered to be the foun- 
dation of the equilibriain of Europe have in 
the last vears undergone, have obliged the 
lmpe rivl ® abinet to examine the influence on 
the political position of Russia, therefroin 
resniting. Among theese compromises, that 
which interests ua moet directly, is the treaty 
of the 200, of March, S56, 

The special convention between the powers 
hordering on the Black Sea, annexed to this 
treaty, contal inaygreement on the part of 
Kussia to limit ber naval forces to an incon 
siderable dimension. In return, this treaty 
offered her the principle of the neutralization 
of that 
In the view of the powrrs, this 
principle wea to remove al) promeibiiity of 
confliet with or between the powers border 
ing on the Black Sea, or between them and 
Lie maritime powers, It was to increase the 
number of territories called by the unanimous 
agreement of Murope to enjoy the benefits of 
neutrality, and so to protect Russia henelf 
from ail danger of ag gression 

The experience of tifteen years has proved 
that this principle, upon whieh depends the 
sccurity of the whole extent of the frontiers 
of the Ruasian ¥ mpire in this direction, rests 
only on a theory im fact, while Hussia, dis- 
armed in the Biack Sea, and even by a de- 
claration recorded in the protocols ‘of the 
conferences, loyally de nied to herself the 
possibility of takin; g efficient measures of 
maritime cdefense in the mijacent sens ani! 
porta, Turkey pursued the right of keeping 
untimited naval forces in the archipelago and 
tie straits, and France and Englan 1 preserved 
the powerof concentrating their squadrons in 
the Mediterranean 

Moreover, by the terme of the treaty, the 
entrance tothe Black Sea is forever prohibite d 
tothe flag of war, whether of the Russian 
power or Any other power, but, by virtue of 
the convention called the Straits Conven 
tion, the passage through these straite is 
closed to tlags of war only in time of peace 
It resulta from this contradiction that the 
comsta of the Kussian Empire remain exposed 
w all aggressions, even on the part of less 
powerfu V States as soon as they pase the naval 
forces, to which Russia would be able to op 
pose Of ily afew vesee ls of email dis bens oe 
The treaty of the isth and 80th of March, 
i856, moreover, has not escaped the infrac 
tions to which most of the European compro 
mises have been subject, and in presence of 
which It. would be difficult to affirm that 
written law, founded upon the respect for 
treatics as a base of public law and rule sor 
the relations between States that has pre- 
served the same moral sanction which it may 
have had in other times 

We have seen the principalities of Molda 
via and Wallachia, the fate of which had 
been fixed by the treaty of peace and by the 
subsequent proctocols under the guaranty of 
the great powers, effect o series of revolu 
tions, as contrary to the spirit as to the letter 
of these compre omises, and which led them 
first to union and then to the sovereignty of a 
foreign l’rince These events occ “urred with 
the consent of the Porte and the aeqniescence 
of the great powers, or at least without these, 
the latter having thought it necessary to 
make these decrees respected The repre- 
sentative of Russia was the only one to raise 
his voice to point out to the Cabinets that by 
this toleration they woull put themsclves in 
contradiction of the explicit stipulations of 
the tre aty 

Beyom! a doubt, if these concessions, 
grante!d to one of the Christian nationalities 
of the Bast, had resulted from a general un- 
derstanding between the Cabinet and the 
Porte, by virtue of a principle applicable to 
the whole of the Christian population of Tur- 
key, the Imperial Cabinet could have had 
nothing to do but to applaud. The Imperial 
Cabinet could not, then, but be struck with 
the fact that it had been possible to infringe 
with impunity the treaty of 1356; buta few 
years after is Conc teaios in one of its essen- 
tial clauses, in the face of the great powers 
assembled in conference at Paris, and repre- 
sented as a whole the high collective authority 
upon which rested the peace of the East. 
This infraction was not the only one.

wars in Europe for 400 years. The Keforma 
tion in Germany might, indeed, have led to a 
war inany case, but after all, it is pomible 
thateven that tight not have led to blood 
shed had it not been for the French, Yet, in 
all this tine they have shown that they were 
notreally a match for the Germans. Even 
when Napoleon 1. defeated the Germans, it 
B perceived by many who looked closely 
inte the matter, that It was not due Ww the 
tity of the French, but rather to the 
disorder into which the people about Berlin 
had got, The Germans were wretchedly 
managed, and Napoleon was able to wedye 
himeeif between them and their provisions 
The German is a more valiant kind of man 
than the Frenchman, The French have what 
they call clin, which generally shows itself 
in gasconade ; but they have always suffered 
by sudden reactions from that, and been lia- 
ble to fatal depreeslons, But I never could 
have conceived such utter corruption and dis 
organization possible to them-——or, indeed, to 
any people—as that which this collapac of 
their pretensions has revealed, 

With regard to Count Bismarck, he said 
* All the politicians in the world seem to ime 
aa mere Windbags beside him. He has shown 
himself capable of throwing himself utterly 
into hia cause, and all other causes are eimply 
insignificant in comparison with his—the 
buiiding up of a great genuine power and 
government in Kurope out of the only solid 
materials left in it. For really it seems to 
me that the truce prneains of order and gov- 
ernment have almost disappeared from bu 
rope, were it not for Germany. Prussia has 
tng on building up the character it has to 
tay for 700 years. Itis marvellous to think 
of thathistory. It was about the year 1170 
—_ 700 years ago-—that an ancestor, from 
whom the present King of Prussia is about 
the twenty-third descendant, went over the 
paine track towards the Rhine.

Germany. He anticipated that the Influence 
of auch a Germany would be infallibly peace- 
ful. The very name ef the German indicates 
how strong he has always been in war. Ger 
man moans a guerreman, OF War MAN. 
We have that old word gar for force in Scot 
tish apeech still, and say, ‘11 gar he'll do it
